When I was a lad 60 years ago the mar>‘el- 
ous age of muchinery was just making Its ap¬ 
pearance. Well do 1 remember the hand-spin¬ 
ning wheel, the loom, the scythe, sickle, hand 
grain cradle, the flail, the fanning mill snd 
numerous simple tools with which all farming 
and nearly all manufacturing was carried nrr. 
Nearly every farmer mode the shoes for his 
family, and his wife spun the yarn and wove 
the cloth which clothed them. 1 distinctly re¬ 
member the first cook stove In our village In 
central Ohio. It was a great curiosity for a 
while. Before that, cooking had been done at 
the open fireplace since the Cays of Abraham. 
The tallow candle furnished tight, and every¬ 
body thought It the beat that coutd be In¬ 
vented. Within those 60 years, the Improve¬ 
ment.* In transportation, in inanufacturing. In 
farming. In every material utility have ad- 
%*aBced with such marveloua swiftness and 
have reached such a high state of perfection 
that old men and women are arfiazed beyond 
expression os they caU to mind alt they wit¬ 
nessed In 60 yesra. Now. owe worker, by the 
aid of a machine, can do theneork which re¬ 
quired 75 to 100 workeri, when they were 
young. There were ‘’standpatters’.’ and old 
fogies then os well os now. who predicted that 
the new ideas would Injure the church and 
break up the home. They said those d'-w 
labor saving'machines would perform so easily 
the work of the world that people would be¬ 
come loxy and lose their locenitve. It is said

The Social-Democratic Position 


The exit of Judge Hanford from the oflice of United States district 
judge in face of the impeachment charges brought against him by 
Representative Ber^ger emphasizes the danger to the established order 
in the election of Socialists to congress. 

Judge Hanford was one of the most useful members of the 
judiciary to the beneKciarics of the existing system. If the taxes of^ 
corporation were too high. Hanford could be depended upon to order 
them reduced. If the people of a municipality persisted in holding an 
election to vote bonds for socialized public utflities, Hanford was 
ready with an injunction to restrain them. If there was an estate to 
be settled, Hanford believed that it belonged to the lawyers. If any 
one protested, he sent him to jail for contempt of court. 

Everyone who was a friend of Hanford made money. 

Hanford was a vigilant patriot. He had taken it upon himself to 
say who should and should not be entitled to the privilege of American 
citizenship. Socialists especially were obnoxious to him. They arc a 
disturbing element—as disturbing as a watch dog is to a porch climber. 
He foiind a Socialist who had testilied that he was not idolatrously 
attached to the constitution. That settled his hash with Hanford. He 
was ordered into court and his naturalization papers were revoked. 

There is where Hanford's foot slipped. He had been so busy is¬ 
suing injunctions and dividing up property on the Pacific coast that 
he failed to take note of the fact that there is a Socialist in edngress. 
Heretofore there has.been no surer or safer way for a patriot to indi¬ 
cate his patriotism than by denouncing or condemning Socialists as 
enemies to our glorious institutions who should be shown no mercy. 
Why shouldn't Hanford rehabilitate himself by proving to be a patriot 
in the face of danger? 

Then something happened. Berger rose in his seat in the house of 
representatives and demanded Hanford's impeachment. The gun was 
loaded! 

There will be more hesitation hereafter hy our judicial czars to 
single out Socialists for persecution to attest to their own virtue. It 
isn't sale. 

Mr. Berger has rendered a distinct service to his fellow Socialists 
and to his fellow countrymen who earn their living by honest work. 
But he has made the "menace of Socialism" more awful to our "best 
citizens."
